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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: the invention as disclosed in paragraph 00019 of the specification 
(semiconductor carrier with one flexible appendage). Claims 1-25 and 36-62 appear to 
read on this species. 

Species II: the invention as disclosed in paragraph 00021 of the specification 
(semiconductor carrier with two flexible appendages). Claims 26-30 and 63-66 appear 
to read on this species. 

Species III: the invention as disclosed in paragraph 00022 of the specification 
(semiconductor carrier with three flexible appendages). Claims 31-32 appear to read on 
this species. 

Species IV: the invention as disclosed in paragraph 00023 of the specification 
(semiconductor carrier with four flexible appendages). Claims 33-35 appear to read on 
this species. 

Should Applicant elect Species I, Applicant is further required to elect one 
subspecies from each of the following groups: 
Group 1 — device on body portion 

1 A: semiconductor device bonded to the body portion (claims 3 and 39 appear to 
read on this subspecies).
